SHARETT MEETS 


VISHINSKY 


Palestine Debate 
Next Month

Paris 
Mr. Moshe Sharett, the israeli 
Foreign Minister, had a 45-minute talk 
with Mr. Andrei Vishinsky, the Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister, at the Soviet 
Embassy here last Friday. Official 
Israeli sources described the meeting 
as friendly, but gave no other details. 
It may be assumed, however, that Mr. 
Sharett expounded his country's attitude 
of “ineluctable neutrality towards the 
scheme jointly sponsored by the Unied 
States. Britain, France, and Turkey for 
the establishment of a Middle Last Com- 
mand, to which Egypt has been invited as 
a founder-member. Al previous meetings 
here with the Foreign Ministers of the 
United States, Briain, France, and 
Turkey, Mr. Sharett similarly clarified 
the Israckh position. He may have raised 
the question of German repatations for 
Jewry. It is also probable that, in the 
course of his conversation with Mr. 
Vishinsky. Mr. Sharett touched on one 
of the subjects nearest to his heart—an 
— migration of Russian Jews to 
sracl. 


Little Danger of Appeasement 


The Israeli Foreign Minister left for 
home.on Saturday immediately after the 
United Nations adjourned for the holiday 
recess. 

The debate on Palestine, which is likely 
to come before the U.N. Ad Hoc 
Political Committee in the middle of 
January, is awaited with composure by 
the Israeli delegation. The danger of 
Western appeasement of the Arabs at the 
expense of Israel has receded as a conse- 
quence of the Egyptian-led Arab revoli 
against Western and, more especially 
against British and French tutelage. 
Indeed, during the present session of the 
United Nations, for the first time since 
Israel joined this international body. the 
Jewish State has ceased to be treated as 
a “ problem child.” 

lt is taken for granted that the Palestine 
discussion will be dominated by the Arab 
refugee problem. The Israeli postion has 
been made- known in advance. No 
repatriation of. refugees can be contem- 
plated, but the Jewish Siate is willing to 
pay compensation for abandoned Arab 
property and otherwise to contribute to 
a solution of the refugee question without 
awaiting a general peace

FLOOD WATERS SUBSIDE: MANY HOMELESS

Last week's catastrophic floods in 
Israel caused damage estimated at severa! 
million pounds. Improved weather in 
the middle of the week led to the flood 
waters subsiding in a number of areas, 
and thousands of the people evacuaied 
from the Ezra Hatiqva and Montefiore 
quarters of Tel Aviv when the River 
Yarkon and the Wadi Muzrara over- 
flowed are gradually returning to ther 
homes. But conditions in many of the 
flooded ma‘abarot and isolated sett'e- 
mems are still serious, akhough recon- 
struction work has begun. 

Earlier this week fresh storms dis- 
rupted life in Isracl. Rail traffic was 
paralysed, roads made impassable, com- 
munications were severed—and Tel Aviv 
was cut Off from the res of the country, 

‘Planes again dropped food and medi. 
cal supplies to settlements isolated by the 
floods. and additional Army units were 
rushed to the flooded ma‘abaroi to rescue 
new immigrants in tenied camps. 
Thousands of familics were compelled to 
leave their belongings behind. Vahant 
rescue work was performed by larac 
numbers of volunteers—including 
Servants—and troops and police. 


Orthodox Jews were given permission 
by the Chief Rabbinafe to take- part in 
relief work on 
thovsands went to the ma‘abarot to dig 
trenches and to erect temporary huis. 

One of the worst hit places’ was 
Nahartya, north of Haifa, where soldiers 
and police worked without a break in 
torrential ran helping the immigrants. 
Hundreds of families at the Nahariya 
camp lost their belongings. Throughout 
Galilee the situation was aggravated by 
a cold spell. 

Emergency measures to deal with the 
situation have been announced by the 
Prime Minister. Mr. Ben-Gurion has given 
full power to the Minister of Education 
to make schools available to immigrants 
evacuaied from flooded areas: full 
powers to the Minister of Commerce and 
Industry for tree and wunrationed food 
for evacuees: and top priority in the use 
of communication services for relief 
work in the ma’abarot. The Kaesset has 
been asked to allocate 1£3,000,000 for 
reconstruction work. 

At the same time, the Government 
has appointed a commitice to provide 
accommodation for immigrants 
from the ma’abarot. Work on 800 wooden

64.000 in tin huts, 13,000 in wooden huts, 
and 10,500 in tents.

Communist Liquidation 
Campaign

New York 

The Communist authorities in 
Eastern Europe are carrying out a 
systematic campaign intended to 
liquidate Jewish cultural, religious, 
and communal life in the area, 
according to the latest edition of the 
“ American Jewish Year Book,” pub- 
lished here this week. 

in Bulgaria, it is reported, where the 
Jewish population is estimated § at 
berween 6.000 and 8,000, antisemitism 
has increased. The Zionist Movement 
has been banned and Jewish welfare 
institutions nationalised. 


Increased Antisemitism 


The position is said to be similar in 
Czechoslovakia, where 4,000 of the 
15.000 Jews live in Prague. There are 
now few Jewish congregations, and only 
three i+ the 35 synagogues in the capical 
are 

in Pe Poland, the Government is said to 
have taken measures to force the Jew sh 
community to disintegrate. The economic 
position of Polish Jewry is said to be 
worse than in any other East European 
Antisemitism has increased and 
there is hitle religious life, except in 
Lodz and Warsaw. Jewish cultural 
activities are conducted by Communists. 

Many Rumanian Jews have ljost their 
property and employment and are 
desinute as a result of the sweeping 
nationalisation policy of the Government. 
Anusemitism continues unabated, says 
the “ Year Book,” although anti-Jewish 
incidems are never reported in the press. 
Religious services are held. but rabbis 
are compelled to take part in the official 
anti-imperialist and anti-Zionist cam- 
paigns. Here, too, cultural activities are 
organised by the Communists.

It 
calls on the four occupying Powers to 
meet with a view to negotiating as soon 
as possible a peaceful solution to the 
German problem on the basis of 
demijitarisation and democratisation of 
Germany.

The Chief 
Rabbi said this at a reception given 
in his and Mrs. Brodie’s honour by 
the Chief Rabbinate Council on the 
eve of their departure for Australia 
and New Zealand. The reception was 
held at Woburn House, London, on 
Thursday of last week. The Chief 
Rabbi is due to leave England to-day. 
Rabbi Brodic recalled the pasiora! 
visus of his predecessors to Australasia. 
He knew ihe communities there fairly 
well, he said: he had served as rabbi 
in Melbourne for 14 years. Throughout 
their history they had maintained close 
contact with the Chief Rabbinate, and 
he was happy to know that even at this 
stage in the extraordinarily vital develop- 
mem of those communikies they st!! 
looked to the Chief Rabbinate for advice 
and guidance. While he was prepared 
to give advice and make suggestions, he 
was confident that there would be some- 
thing to learn from those communities, 
which he hoped tater to pass on to this 
country for the general advantage and 
progress of their. common Judaism. 
Tribute from overseas, he continued, 
had been paid to the Chief Rabbinate. 
which had been responsible throughout 
the years for making the Jewish com- 
munity more or less homogeneous. He 
id tribute to his colleagues on the Beth

Britain, and also to other rabbis’ organ- 
sations -here which had co-operaiecd with 
the London Beth Din in many vna!

Stories for 
Children 


OME time ago, in the lounge of 

an old country inn, I saw again 
“ one of the two or three loveliest 
pictures in the world: a young mother 
telling stories to her two children. As 
I walked along to the station after- 
wards I thought: if only we could 
fix our minds upon those great, 
elementary, primitive facts and pos- 
sessions which do really matter! If 
only we had the sense to realise how 
vain is the pursuit of the trifles which 
loom so large among our aims, how 
shadowy are the benefits to be derived 
from them! As I thought again of 
the wondering, wide-eyed faces of the 
children I seemed to feel face to face 
with something that is real, living, per- 
manent, and unchanging. 

My day had been a very prosaic 
one: | was doing just what millions 
of men experience the world over, 
returning to my home and my supper 
—with the day illuminated with the 
thought of something done, something 
learned, aye, and something taught. 

We give much time but little 
thought to these ordinary experiences. 
We are so civilised ; our emotions and 
their expressions are either refined 
away altogether or else are so well 
controlled that we are actually afraid 
of them. The great, primitive things 
of jife are just taken for granted, or 
we hide them, or we treat them as 
non-existent. We talk volumes about 
the affairs of to-day and yesterday. 
but the permanent, abiding, firss 
things we hardly ever care to discuss. 


‘TELLING stories to children! What 
a very ordinary, and to some even 
dull, occupation! To me it is still 
one of the most sublime and sig- 
nificant experiences of life, for it js 
one of the most important ones: 
human society is built around it, and 
its reality. alone guarantees the future 
growth of man. towards purity and 
goodness and truth. 

Behind our highly civilised condi- 
tion hes always the primitive. In the 
background of our physical lives it is 
always there: birth, growth, marriage. 
death, all that is physically, and 
spiritually, too, vital to them all, 
man’s many instincts and their satis- 
factions, all of these remain unchange- 
able and unchanging. They are for ever 
the web out of which, and within 
which, our lives are woven. 

Behind all our Jewish beliefs and 
ceremonial les the primitive. 
recalied the wise and loving words of 
that great teacher, Israel Abrahams: 
“It is the primitive in the advanced 
which gives the advance its flavour. 
It is the . eternal survival of the 
past in the present that binds the 
generations in a true tradition 
which makes our institutions and 
ideals human.” This 1s especially true 
of Judaism. Our religion has long 
passed out of primitive stages: vet 
these are always present in it. 


{T is, moreover, the primitive that 

binds us with cords of love, as 
Hosea phrased it, to the common, 
ordinary experiences of our lives. 
There is nothing advanced or civilised 
in human emotions, or in those things 
which arouse them. That ts why a 
very ordinary man like myself felt in 
touch with the great realities when | 
saw and heard a young mother telling 
stories to her children. 

Through all the ages it has been the 
same—so commonplace, yet so uplift- 
ing and so universal in its appeal. 
Nothing jn human progress can ever 
lessen or destroy this need and its 
fulfilment ; the urge of the mother to 
have a hand in the development of 
her children’s minds, and the impulse 
of the children to learn, and to satisfy 
their eternal curiosity about the world. 
What a blessed task for the parent, 
what a privilege for the teacher! Such 
a task surely must never be commor- 
place for either parent or teacher, for 
is not the Shechinah always there ” 

This is a picture that ts not spoiled 
by the moral: that we should all, most 
especially we Jews, strive so to live 
and act that no word or thought or 
action of ours may destroy the ideals 
we have set, or hope one day to set, 
before the children. So that those 
children, whether our own or other 
people’s, may be blessed in and 


through our example, that the world 
of make-believe, of imagination, in 
which the children live, may some day 
become, for all mankind, reality.

The next 
12 weeks are a trial 
period, after which 
the student tif 
accepted) enters the 
hospital proper, to 
be trained by the 
ward sister. 

After three years’ 
hospital training the 
student may take her 
final e¢xXaminations 
in order to qualify as a Siate Registered 
Nurse. 

Student nurses are paid (during the 
first three years) at the rate of £200 a 
year, rising to £225, of which £100 is 
deducted for board and lodging, etc. 
The pay of a State Registered Nurse is 
£315 a year, rising to £415. A Sister 
receives £375, rising to £500: and there 


are higher posts for those of excep- 
tional abdity.

The London Jewish Hospital was 
founded 35 years ago, but it has been 
thoroughly reconditioned after a good 
deal of bomb damage during the war. 
There are five wards of about 22 
beds cach, a children’s ward of 12 cots, 
and five single rooms. The ground floor 
contains the out-patient department, 
casualty theatre, dispensary, and the 
X-ray and physiotherapy departments.

On the first floor is the operating theatre 
and on the top floor are the k‘tchens, 
which are strictly kasher, and the dining 
rooms. 

The nurses’ home was opened in 1939 
and is modern in every respect. There is 
accommodation for 90 nurses in. single 
bedrooms, centrally heated and each with 
a wash basin. On the ground floor are 
recreation rooms. a lecture room. 
and the Matron’s office

_A friend who has been re-reading the 
biography of Dr. Max Nordau, written by 
Anna and Maxa Nordau and published in 
New York in 1943, has drawn my atten- 
tion to a piece on page 284 uttered by 
that famous Zionist in a speech (for which 
he was then much criticised) delivered at 
the Albert Hall on July 12, 1920. It has 
an uncanny relation to present-day events, 
and reads as follows: 

“ England could rot afford to allow her situa- 
tion at the Suez Canal to be imperilied. She 
was strong cnough wo hold her own. Still. she 
could not disdain having a trustee there, and if 
Great Britain would allow it. a sufficiently 
strong watch. The Jews desired nothing.better 
than t© be her sentries on the loge and danger- 
ous road through the Near a Middice East 
up to the frontiers of India The only thing 
that they begged of her was that she might 
allow them te become as strong as they coud 
be for themscives in the first place--they wo 
were politicians—but ultimately strong for her 
For this only two concessions were necessary. 
First, t allow them to become a numerica! entity 
in Palestine, a strong clement among the inhabi- 
tants, capable of becoming prosperous. Secondly. 
not to Oppose their honest and icga!l endcavours 
organise themselves. They were not free 
of the Arabs. They came with the purest motives 
and they were sure the Arabs would understand 
them when they saw them at work 

“ But it is well to impress the idea that the 
best neighbour, though a good [cllow, ought 
not to be provoked If Britain would allow 
them that, they were afraid of nothing.” 


OCTOGENARIAN 


Mr. A. Lissack, one of the oldest 
members of the Council of the United 
Synagogue, will celebrate his 80th birth- 
day to-day. He has been associated with 
the Dalston Synagogue from its early 
days and has been a warden from 1920 
to 1939 and aga‘n since 1949 up to the 
present. Mr. Lissack is a “ father” of 
the London Stock Exchange, being a 
member.since $889. He is a grandson 
of Mr. Morris Lissack, who a century 
ago was mayor of Bedford and wrote 
an autobiography under the title “ Jewish 
Perseverance, or the Jew at Home and 
Abroad.” 


OLD AND NEW 


In honour of Chanucah, I had been 
playing one or two records of appropriate 
music, especially enjoying the piano tran- 
scription of “ Maoz Tsur,” arranged and 
played by Sidney Bright (brother of 
Geraldo), in the Oriole Hebrew scries.

“ version,” however—only it has a dif- 
ferent title and the words have no 
reference whatever to Chanucah. The 
tune is the tune of “ Maoz Tsur,” but the 
words, sung by a young lady named Petula 
Clark, on a Polygon record, sentiment- 
ally revolve round the phrase “ You are 
the sweetest in the land.” On the label 
are also given the names “ Leon-Pelosi- 
Cassen,”” which, I take it, include com- 
poser and librettist. So an old foik-tune, 
in use for centuries, now makes its 
appearance in new guise. But somehow 
1 don’t think the song version will last 
so long. To revert to the Oriole record: 
the other side records one of the best 
renderings of “ Zochreinu VChayim” 
I've heard for a long time, sung by 
Cantor Simcha Kusevitsky.

EXHIBITION AT 
BEVIS MARKS. 


Historic Documents 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


It js to be regretted that the exhibi- 
tion, which was held in the Vestry 
Room of the Bevis Marks Synagogue, 
E.C., on the day of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh’s visit to the 250th anniversary 
service, on Wednesday of last week, 


could not be seen by many more 


ople. Organised by Messrs. R. D. 

arnett and Edgar Samued, and open 
for only a few hours between the ser- 
vice in the synagogue and the evening 
reception at the Drapers’ Hall, the 
exhibition contained a large number 
of rare portraits and documents, and 
many valuable relics from the rich 

ast of the Sefardi community in 

ritain. 

Although its declared object was to 
illustrate the history of Bevis Marks, the 
exhibition cévered a mucn wider field: 
the establishment of the anish and 
Portuguese community, including the 
efforts of Manasseh ben Isracl; the first 
Jewish - petitions to Cromwell and to 
Kine Charles If and the latter's reply by 
Orders in Cowncil: several exhibits on 
the synagogue in Creechurch Lane 
(including the firs: Record Book of the 
congregation); and old maps of London, 
showing the city and the Jewish syna- 
gogues there. The oldest of these maps 
(1667) shows the devastation caused by 
the Great Fire of London, a year 
earlier, The Presidential Chair (Chip- 
pendale, circa 1750) and two circum- 
cision thairs were on view. 


Quaker Builder's Gesture 


On display also was the agreement 
made between the Wardens and the 
builder, John Avis, for the erection of 
Bevis Marks Synagogue, in 1699, at a 
cost of £2,650 (to be paid in itstauments). 
It is said that Avis. who was a Quaker, 
efused to make a prof on the con- 
struction of a House of God, and 
returned part of the payment. In 1886 
the Wardens of Bevis Marks wanted to 
pull down the synagogue, because most 
of the worshippers had moved to other 
districts. “The Bevis Marks Gazette,” 
shown at the exhibition, was then pub- 
lished by the “* Anti-Demolition League,” 
organised by Haim Guedalla, the grand- 
father of the historian. 

Among other interesting documents 
was the Register of Births, opened on 
December 21, 1804—it noted the birth 
of Benjamin d'Isracli.

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CONCESSIONS TO SHOCHETIM 


Board’s Conciliatory Move 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The London Board of Shechita 
decided last week by a large majority 
to renew its offer of an “ interim 
bonus” of £3 r week to cattle 
shochetim and £2 to cattle shomerim, 
retrospective to July 1, 1951, in order 
to meet, in part, the demands of the 
Agudath Hashechtim V Hashomrim. 
The poultry staff was asked to await 
the report of the Board's special sub- 
committee now inquirng into the 
conditions of employment and 
remuneration both of shochetim and 
shomerim in the cattle and poultry 
sections. 

This decision was taken after a 
stormy mecting, held at 29, Al Sireet, 
E.. on Thursday of last week. 

Two sets of proposals were Sudied by 
the Board, arising from the negotiations 
between the Honorary Officers and repre- 
sentatives of the Aguda. 

Proposal “A recommended that the 
orig nal offer to the cattle stafl—£3 per 
week to shocheiim and £2 to shomerim— 
be “ reinstated retrospective io July 1, 
1951, subject to the findings of the 
special sub-comm \ec This shall be 
regarded as an interim bonus to be 
adjusted in accordance with the findings 
and report of the special sub-commiticc. 

“This sueeestion is also subject to 
agreemem by the Aguda that this deci- 
gion sha'! be in respect of the cattle 
staff oniy. and that the poultry staff 
shou'd awan the report of the special 
sub-conmmitiec,

Mr Isaac Landau. a former President 
of the Board, in a letter read to. the 
meeting in his absence stated that “*-the 
Board wou'd be acting both recklessly 
and unwisely”* in acceding to the 
Aguda’s demands, for wou'd create 
financia! difficulties impossible to over- 
come.” The Board, he said, should 
invoke the conciltatory machinery of the 
Ministry of Labour. 

Mr. Mann. a Vice-President of the 
Board. said that to refuse the Aguda’s 
demand wou'd cer.ainly lead to a strike. 

Mr. Nabarro. the. Treasurer, said that

IMPORTANCE OF 
KASHRUT 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The community to-day has a greater 
awareness of the imporiance of kashrui, 
said the Chairman of the Kashrus Com- 
mission, Mr, A. I. Bard, at a meeting of 
the Commission, held at the Beth Din 
Offices, Adler Street, E.1, last week. 

There had been, in the past year, an 
imcrease in the percentage of socials 
held under the supervision of the Com- 
mission, said Mr. Bard. The spon- 
tancous demand for such swpervision 
showed that the community as a whoe 
had become more “ kashrut conscious.” 

It had been decided to grant a licence 
to the Northumberland Hotel, Clifton- 
ville, the first luxury hotel on the South- 
Easi coast to be placed under the super- 
vision of the Commission. Ii was hoped 
to have a full-time resident shomer there. 

Several speakers stressed ihe desira- 
bilky of extending the Commission's 
supervision te more modest establish- 
ments for the benefit of members of the 
community unable to afford expensive 
seaside hotels. The Chairman said that 
they had considered the possibility of 
seumg up a sort of Jewish “ Butlin 
camp.” He also reported on conversa- 
tions with Mr. F. Ashe Lincoln, K.C.. 
Chairman of the Angio-Israeli Club, on 
arrangemenis for placing the club under 
the Commission's Supervis.on. 

The financial report, submitted by Mr. 
A. Lissack, a joint Treasurer. which was 
approved, showed a surp!us both during 
the current and the preceding years. 
Invesied reserves now total over £4,000. 

The Commission also approved 
arrangements made with the Board of 
Shechita on the delimitation of their 
respective responsibilities concerning the 
manufacture of meat producis. The 
publication of a pamphlet on kashrut 
was authorised. 

Mr. S. A. Schiff was elected to repre- 
sem «the Commission on the Kosher 
Cartteen Commitice. 

The Chairman said that at the Chief

DECLINE IN KNOWLEDGE 
OF HEBREW

“There was never a time in history 
when Hebrew as the language of the 
Jewish people as a whole was at such 
a low ebb as it is to-day.” said Dr. 
Chaim Rabin, Cowley Lecturer in Post- 
Biblical Hebrew at Oxford University, 
when he spoke at the Tarbut La’‘am, 
Jewish Cultural Cemre, 37, Broadhurs 
Gardens, N.W.6,. last week.

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ANTIPODEAN TOUR 


THE CHIEF RABBI, accompanied by Mrs. 
Bropie, is to-day leaving for his pastoral 
tour of Australia and New Zealand. A 
special appropriateness attaches to his start- 
ing on this overseas journey before the close 
of 1951. While we have been celebrating a 
special Festival Year in Britain, it has been 
commemorated in the Commonwealth of 
Australia as Jubilee Year. - The Festival of 
Britain marked the centenary of the Great 
Exhibition of 1851, when the settlement of 
Australia and of New Zealand was in its 
early stages. Yet even a century ago British 
Jews were prominent among the first settlers 
and pioneers, and Jewish congregations had 
already been established in such centres as 
Sydney and Melbourne, Adelaide and 
Hobart, Auckland and Wellington. In 1852, 
a London orphan boy named JuLius VOGEL 
emigrated to Australia to seek his fortune. 
A decade later he was established in New 
Zealand, where in 1873 he became the 
Prime Minister. During this year’s com- 
memoration of the jubilee of the Australian 
Commonwealth, many famous Jewish names 
have been gratefully recalled, including those 
of Sir Isaac Isaacs, the first Australian-born 
Governor-General, and General Sir JoHN 
Monasn, the Supreme Commander of the 
Australian Forces in the First World War. 
Naturally enough, therefore, official quarters 
are displaying the liveliest interest in this 
pastoral tour by the Chief Rabbi of the 
United Hebrew Congregations of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. During the 
whole of his month's stay in New Zealand 
he will be the guest of the Government, and 
his three months in Australia will include a 
visit to Canberra, the Federal capital. 


Throughout their history, the Jewish 
communities in Australia and New Zealand 
have remained in close relationship with the 
Chief Rabbinate in London. They have 
recognised the ecclesiastical authority of this 
office. contributed to its maintenance, and 
constantly consulted its . occupant on 
religious questions. It is of the utmost impor- 
tance at the present time that these historic 
should be continued § and 
strengthened. Since the war more than 
16.000 Jews have entered Australia. 
Although the flow of immigration is 
diminishing, about 4,000 Jews in Europe 
have recently been granted Australian visas, 
and additional permits are being issued at 
the rate of over 200 a month. In recent 
years the number of Anglo-Jewish immi- 
grants has been noticeable but proportion- 
ally small. The resulting changes and ten- 
sions in Australian Jewry are described in 
an article on page 11, which deserves the 
close attention of readers. It is apparent 
that the visit of the Cuter RABBI presents 
2pportunities for consultation and discussion 
which may be decisive for the future. 

Apart from the prestige and experience 
attaching to his high office, Rabbi Bropig 
possesses special personal qualifications for 
this important overseas mission. From 1923 
to 1937 he was the distinguished Rabbi of 
the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation and 
the Ab Beth Din of Victoria, and his return 
in a vet more exalted position will occasion 
great delight to Australian Jewry. The 
pleasure will be further increased by the fact 
that he is now accompanied by the gracious 
lady who so devotedly shares in all his 
interests and labours. It may be expected, 
too, that his work will have been facilitated 
to some extent by the deliberations of the 
Conference of Commonwealth Jewish Com- 
munities that was held in London last year. 
That Conference decided to make London 
the headquarters for Jewish education in the 
Commonwealth, and to support Jews” Col- 
lege in its work of training spiritual guides 
for Commonwealth congregations. In recent 
speeches the CHier Rappi. has repeatedly 


expressed the hope that the overseas com- 


munities wi!l give generous aid to-this end, 

On page | of this issue are printed details 
of the full and very strenuous: programme 
that has been prepared for the Cuter Rassi's 
tour. Such is the unwearied devotion of 
Rabbi and Mrs. Bropie to the exacting calls 
of public duty that it sometimes seems that 
almost superhuman tasks are imposed upon 
them. It may be hoped that they will have 
some relaxation during their sea voyages, 
not least because the Curer Rapsi, as he 
remarks in his letter to the community printed 
on page 15 of this issue, will have the con- 
tented knowledge that he has left affairs for 
the time being in the capable hands of his two 
deputies, Dayan Dr. I. GRUNFELD and Rabbi 
Dr. A. ALTMANN. During the actual tour the 
Cuier Rapes and his wife will be engaged 
in a constant round of activities, visiting 
both crowded cities and smaller settlements 
in New Zealand, New South Wales, Queens- 
land, Victoria, Tasmania, South Australia, 
and Western Australia. While Anglo-Jewry 
follows te course of their distant travels 
over the next six months, it should also 
ponder the implications of the Cuter RaBsBi's 
parting message on home affairs. Increased 
co-operation and co-ordination are every- 
where essential in Jewish affairs, both at 
home and overseas, and in Common- 
wealth relationships. As the Curer 
and Mrs. Bropie set forth upon their mission, 
we pray that the Almighty’s blessing may 
attend them and prosper their work. 


LIBYA AND MINORITIES 


IN conformity with the United Nations 
resolution of November, 1949, Libya, com- 
prising an area of about 1,000,000 square 
miles, and consisting of Tripolitania, 
Cyrenaica, and the Fezzan, now becomes 
an independent State. Much as the birth of 
this new State is due to the United Nations, 
it is even more the result of the British 
Government's explicit decision and promises 
made as early as January, 1942, especially in 
the case of Cyrenaica, It was, therefore, 
most fitting that the first message of con- 
gratulation to [pris et Senusst, the ruler of 
the new State, should have been sent this 
week by His Majesty the Kina. 


Every freedom democratically gained is 
something to be welcomed. But in extending 
congratulations to the new State on its emer- 
gence it is impossible not to express disap- 
pointment also that its Constitution, despite 
the efforts of the representatives of the 
minorities on the U nited Nations Council for 
Libya, fails to give them more explicit 
guarantees. In the case of the Jews, attempts 
were made to include in the new Libyan Con- 
stitution provisions safeguarding their right 
to emigrate at any time without hindrance 
and the right to transfer their assets to the 
country of emigration. To the dismay of the 


local Jewish community, and to the deep — 


regret of Jews abroad, in Britain included, 
neither of these demands, as our correspon- 
dent recently reported, was granted. This was 
a serious omission, which must cause con- 
siderable apprehension, especially in view of 
the fact that the Libyan State, hardly a week 
old, has already adhered to the Arab League, 
and even more so because of the past unfor- 
tunate experiences of the Jews in Tripolitania. 
It cannot be forgotten that in the pogrom of 
1945 the Arabs of Tripolitania killed 130 
Jews, including 36 children under the age of 
15, and caused enormous damage to Jewish 
property. Three years later, in 1948, in a 
pogrom lasting two days, 26 more Jews were 
killed and large numbers injured. As a con- 
sequence of these outbreaks, the pre-war 
Jewish population of some 30,000 has been 
reduced by emigration to less than one-third, 
and the fate of these is far from secure. Fed 
largely by Egyptian money, the Arab League 
carries on virulent anti-Jewish propaganda, 
thus strengthening the Nationalist Congress 
Party in its violence against the Jews. 


In his Report on Libya, the United Nations 
Commissioner, Dr. PEt, states that the 
representatives of Cyrenaica and Tripolitania 
objected to giving explicit guarantees to the 
minorities because most of them are 
foreigners. The Italians, it appears, even 
to-day still hold Italian passports. But he 
admits that this does not apply to the Jewish 
minority, who, as is well known, have lived 
there for centuries. It is, therefore, the more 
regrettable that the guarantees the Jews 
sought were not granted, and it will be by the 
treatment they receive from now on that the 
new State will in large measure be judged 


HISTORICAL RECORDS 


Tue Festival of Chanucah which we are 
now celebrating reminds us of the epoch- 
making events which happened in Jewish 
history twenty-one centuries ago. Although 
most of us may be familiar—in greater OF 


_jesser degree—with the story of the heroic 


struggle of the Maccabees, yet due recogni- 
tion is not always given to the ancient 
writers who recorded it in the Books of the 
Maccabees. These books are not included 
in the canon of Holy Writ, but they have 
fulfilled an essentially sacred purpose in 
preserving such soul-stirring historical docu- 
ments for the enlightenment and inspiration 
of succeeding generations. It is most notice- 
able how constantly the Books of the Mac- 
cabees stress the importance of written 
evidence and authentic testimony. Thus, in 
the first Book, the narrator is scrupulously 
careful to mention his sources: “ And they 
wrote on tables of brass, and set them upon 
pillars in Mount Zion ; and this is the copy 
of the writing. . . . And they commanded 
to put this writing on tables of brass, and to 
set them up within the precinct of the 
sanctuary in a conspicuous place ; and more- 
over to put the copies thereof in the treasury, 
to the end that Simon and his sons might 
have them.” Examples abound of refer- 
ences to contemporary documents and 
chronicles, to public records, and to careful 
copies of speeches and letters. The narrator 
of the second Book deliberately bases his 
epitome on the detailed facts compiled by an 
earlier historian. It is not difficult to see 
in the story of Chanucah a remarkable 
parallel with the events of our own day. 


_ In a letter on page 14, Dr. ALFRED WIENER 


describes the Nazi persecution and its after- 
math as a period that presents “a picture 
of heroism and of the power of survival as 
much as of martyrdom.” Accordingly, he 
reminds us of our obligation: “ Help to keep 
alive the memories of the last twenty years 
of Jewish history.” By responding to his 
appeal, we shall fulfil a sacred duty in the 
true Maccabean tradition. All who have 
records or documents relating to the Nazi 
régime are earnestly requested noi to lose 
or destroy them. Any material of the kind 
described by Dr. Wrener should be carefully 
preserved and full details sent to him, 


RABBINIC ARGUMENT 


WHEN a few weeks ago the B'nai B'rith 
Convention discussed a proposal for estab- 
lishing Hillel Foundations at British univer- 
sities, we noted the difficulty of finding 
clergy suitable to be assigned the task of 
securing a better lodgment for Judaism 
among the Jewish student population. An 
incident in the provinces gives point to our 
fears. The Liverpool Jewish Graduates’ 
Association arranged for Dr. J. J. Koxorex 
(rabbi of the local Liberal Congregation) and 
Rabbi Louis Jacoss, an Orthodox minister, 
of Manchester, to contribute to a symposium 
entitled “ My Judaism.” When the meeting 
opened, the Chairman announced that Rabbi 
Jacops had withdrawn on receipt of a 
request to that effect contained in a letter 
from the Rav of Liverpool: so that in the 
event, instead of Liberalism and Orthodoxy 
each having twenty minutes, Liberalism held 
the field for forty minutes. Even if we 
desired it, the nature of modern communica- 
tions does not permit culture and speculative 
thought to be set within bounds or run in 
the grooves laid down by the leaders of any 
social group—as could be done, for example, 


jn the great Yeshivot of old. We live in a 


society which accepts the sharpest cut and 
thrust in debate, the ready exchange of 
opinions, and the unhindered circulation of 
doctrines running counter to beliefs which 
for centuries were rarely challenged. To act 
in such a way that the notion gains currency 
that Orthodox Judaism cannot meet and 
chatlenge these ideas, that it cannot live in 
this society, is inevitably to discredit it in the 
eyes of thoughtful people. Excuses may be 
offered, such as that the discussion might 
prove unedifying. For that one must trust the 
participants ; and it happens that in the same 
city Rabbi Jacoss contributed to a similar 
symposium last year with highly successful 
results. This incident raises another ques- 
tion to which more than one answer may 
be given. What are the rights of rabbis 
inter se? Doubtless it is wrong for a rabbi 
to establish himself in a community and there 
usurp the authority of its duly constituted 
spiritual leaders. But are not rabbis coequal 
in authority, so that it is wrong for one 
rabbi to attempt to dictate to another what 
he. shall say or where he shall say it ?

THREE BIBLICAL BOOKS 


Daniel, Ezra, and Nehemiah. Hebrew text 
and English translation, with an introduction 
and commentry, by Jupan J. SLoTKI. Soncino 
Books of the Bible, edited by the Rev. Dr. A. 
Conen. Soncino Press. 15s.

Dr. Slotki’s book is the last but one in the 
Soncino series of commentaries on the Bible. 
The exposition of this volume as well as that 
of its predecessors is—in the words of the 
editor—designed primarily for the ordinary 
reader of the Bible rather than for the student, 
and no resort is made to textual emendation. 


There can be no doubt about the impor 
and necessity of spreading Jewish and espe 
Biblical knowledge among our community. |! 

rticular, the books of Daniel, Ezra, and 

hemiah, depicting, as they do, Jewry in its first 
Diaspora, in as efforts to rebuild its Homeland, in 
its religious and polkical hopes and disappoint- 
ments, have an obvious special claim to our careful 
akention. 

Yet the following observations obirude them- 
selves. Has the time really come for short popular 
commentaries of this type? And what purpose 
can they serve? The scholar will hardly find any- 
thine new in them and he will, therefore, turn to 
other sources of information for the authoritative 
discussion of the problems involved. The intelli- 
gem lay-reader, on the other hand, for whom this 
series is mainly written, cannot be satisfied with the 
wavering between traditional and modern exegesis 
which characterises this volume. In all his notes, 
for example. the author seems to assume a Mac- 
cabean date for the editing of the book of Daniel, 
yet he never says this in so many words. 


Chronological Problems 


It is crue chat very many difficuhies, both in 
general and in detail, present themselves to the 
conscientious commentator of these books, but 
they can only be discussed with absolute frankness 
and courage and on the highest level of scholar- 
ship. Unfortunately the bibliography is far from 
comprehensive, a a good deal of the more 
important literature in Hebrew, English, French, 
and German has not been utilised. | am 
thinking~in particular of the works of Eduard 
Meyer, Albright, Rowley, Rudolph, ort, and, 
among Jewish scholars, of Jampe! a jener. 
Some views ascribed to modern scholars by Dr. 
Slotki, ¢.g., the late date of the books of Ezra and 
Nehemiah, are no longer mainiained unanimously, 
in fact never have been. 

Besides, the bibliography has no dates attached 
to the titles of the books, so that the inquiring 
reader would be at a loss in his choice of the 
most up-to-date guide for further study. A chrono- 
logical table precedes only the book of Daniel, 
though such a table would be helpful for the 
better understanding .of Ezra and Nehemiah as 
well, particularly with respect to the vexed question 
of Artaxerxes 1 and Artaxerxes II. 

However, Dr. Slotki's introductions to the three 
books and his notes are. on the whole. succinct 
and brief, and he succeeds in the difficult task of 
conveying the historica) background of the period 
or periods with which he is dealing. He also 
rightly and ably refutes some of the more extrava- 
gant views of modern scholars, The volume is 
admirably ted.

TALE OF BOYHOOD 


Rain on the Pavements. By Rotanp CAMBERTON, 
John Lehmann. 10s. 6d.

The humorous novelist (and, pace Joyce Carey, he 
is getting rare, as opposed to the angry satirist) 
needs a great deal of personal as well as technical 
equipment. He requires the kind of wisdom which 
comes hard in England—not so much Platonic or 
Rabbinic wisdom as the rather improper wisdom 
one associates with Restoration comedy or Artur 
Schnitzler, the humanitarian wisdom of the French, 
as opposed to the American, film. On top of that, 
which is a fare attribute in our culture, he needs 
enough technique to write. 

I cannot be sure whether Cambcrion has all these 
attributes, though he has some. The wisdom is a 
little harder, perhaps, and a httle more moralistic 
and the technique has some gaps. If the test of 
the humane humorist is that he makes wus sa 
“Human beings are like this, including me,” 
Camberton makes us say “ Human beings are like 
this, but I have a good deal of difficulty in recon- 
ciling myself to them.” This book is a quiet, well- 
observed study in Jewish boyhood and young man- 
hood—dated, in its way, but representative, if only 
of its time and place. The misfired bohemian is 
one kind of end-product of adolescence, the 
politico another, the funny-man shopkeeper 
another. They stand like so many suits in a shop, 
between which Camberton’s David manages to walk, 
admiring them objectively, but emerging on the 
other side without putting any of them on. 
Whether David is the author or not, he has the 


verisimiltude of autobiography—but then so have 


some of the other characters. 


I discuss this as humorous writing because the 
smile is the most appropriate response to: it (we 
have few books, for rather obvious reasons, in 
which Jewish life is allowed to escape from being 
tragic or problematic, and to become normal, bear- 
able, matey, and sometimes hilarious, as it can be 
in realty): but the smile doesn't become a guffaw. 
The key might have been that of * St. Colline,” but 
it lacks the malice. If it is a writer's own child- 
hood, that childhood and adolescence were enjoy- 
able, and their problems superable and recalled with 
something like regret, A mature picce of writing, 
well done and well worth reading. ©

LorD COHEN 


ISTORY was made recently 

in the House of Lords by 

the first appearance on its 
roll of the name Cohen. This 
priestly name of almost immeasuc- 
ably long descent took a worihy 
place in a House already heavy 
with lineage when Lord Justice 
Cohen stepped up from the High 
Court on his appointment as a Lord 
of Appeal in Ordinary and conse- 
quently gained a seat in the Upper 
House. 


Lord Cohen has reached his present 
eminence by the sheer force of intel- 
lect ; his prominent forehead, set over 
an ascetic but good-humoured face, 
seems to emphasise the dominance of 
brain. It is of interest, however, to 
speculate on how far the sheer force 
of intellect has been influenced by 
heredity and environment, on how far 
the commercial and public work of 
his- forebears helped to shape his legal 
— with its emphasis on company 
aw. 

Lionel Cohen comes from one of 
the oldest Anglo-Jewish families, who 
trace their descent back to 1780, when 
an ancestor arrived in Great Britain 
from Amersfoort in Holland. The 
great-grandfather of the new Lord of 
Appeal founded the firm of stockjob- 
bers known as Louis Cohen and Sons. 
His grandfather, Lionel Louis Cohen, 
was also a member of this firm, and, 
for some years, a Conservative M.P. 
His father, Sir Leonard Lionel Cohen, 
in his turn a member of the firm, was 
for many years the Honorary Secre- 
tary of the King Edward Hospital 
Fund, and was created a K.C.V.O. for 
his services. 


* * * 
With. this background, Lionel 
Cohen, who was born in 1888, 


naturally gravitated to Eton, where 
his cousin, Edward Beddington, had 
preceded him. As a most distin- 
guished son of that distinguished 
school, he became, some forty years 
later, a Fellow and goes back there 
each month to attend meetings for 
the management of Eton. After Eton 
he entered New College, Oxford, ~ 
of the five colleges that require al 
their undergraduates to take the final 
honours and not the ordinary pass 
examination. And at New College 
Lionel Cohen was in the front rank, 
obtaining first-class honours degrees 
in history in 1909 and in law in 1910. 
To-day he is an honorary Fellow of 
his old college. 

He had wanted to enter the Civil 
Service, but found that, without a 
specialised knowledge of the classics 
or of mathematics, he would have 
difficulty in passing the entrance 
examination. So he turned for a 
career to the law, and, on the advice 


of a distant rela- 
tive, the Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Cohen, 
K.C.. who was a 
bencher of the 
Inner Temple, was 
admitted to that 
Inn, being called 
to the Bar in 1913. 
Another relative 
already practising 
law—Albert Jessel, 
K.C.—steered him 
into the Chancery 
Bar, There he dealt 
with wills, trusts, 
partnerships, and, 
above all, with 
company law. This 
became his own 
speciality and led 
him, twenty years 
later, to the Chair- 
manship of the 
Company Law 
Amendment Con- 
mittee, which sat 
from 1943 for two 
years. The report, 
which much en- 
hanced his public 
reputation, led to 
the Companies 
Act, 1948, which 
helped to clear up a number of abus«s 
in the administration of companics 
that had made themselves evident over 
a number of years. 

In 1929 he took silk ; but ten years 
later, on the outbreak of the war, he 
gave wp his practice te become a 
member of the General Claims 
Tribunal set up to hear disputes over 
compensation payable for property 
requisitioned for war purposes. But, 
in actual practice, claims were slow 
to arrive, and, dissatisfied with this 
inactivity, Lionel Cohen took an 
unpaid part-time job in the Ministry 
of Economic Warfare, where a friend 
of his was working. His early ambi- 
tion to enter the Civil Service was thus 
fulfilled. Later, he took a whole-time 
post, and became in succession head 
of the South American and North 
American Sections and Chairman of 
the Pre-emption Committee which 
bought up in neutral countries quanti- 
ties of scarce materials to prevent 
their acquisition by the enemy. 

Given an opportunity, ability 
usually tells; but even Lionel Cohen 
was surprised when, with no warning, 
he was suddenly nominated by the 
Lord Chancellor in 1943 for appoint- 
ment as one of the five Chancery 
Judges. He left the Ministry of 
Economic Warfare, and, as Sir Licnel 
Cohen, began his career on the Bench. 
As a judge he has all the qualities 
needed for that exacting task: a fine 
mind, a warm humanity, and a natural! 
dignity. Three years later, when it 
was decided to bring the Court of

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Appeal once more up to its full 
strength, it was Sir Lionel Cohen who 
was nominated by the Prime Minister 
to be Lord Justice Cohen, and, by 
tradition, a Privy Councillor. In his 
new rdle he heard appeals on all 
matters other than crime, which, of 
course, go to the Court of Criminal 
Appeal. Now, five years later, when 
Lord Simonds became Lord Chancel- 
lor, Lionel Cohen has been clevated 
to the highest legal tribunal of all— 
the House of Lords—as a Lord of 
Appeal in Ordinary. There he and 
the eight other Law Lords divide 
their time hearing appeals either in 
the House of Lords (in its judicial 
capacity) or in the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council. 

Like many Chancery barristers, 
Lord Cohen is now a member of Lin- 
coln’s Inn. . In 1936 he was elected 
to its governing body as a bencher, 
and he holds at present the honorary 
office of Master of the Walks, which 
involves responsibility for its gardens. 
Next year, by tradition, he will 
become Keeper of the Black Books, 
in which the Inn's proceedings are 
recorded. 

Having established his reputation 
by 1945 as a Chairman in the Com- 
pany Law Amenément Committee, in 
1946 he was appointed Chairman of 
the Roval Commission on Awards to 
Inventors, on which has over many 
months been hearing claims from the 
inventors of radar. This Commission 
is likely to go on until 1953; the 
equivalent Committee after the First 


World War sat from 1920 till 1937. 
In 1951 he became Chairman also of 
the Royal Commission on the Taxa- 
tion of Profits and Income, a most 
complex matter, but on his appoint 
mem as a Lord of Appeal in Ordinary, 
he had to resign this post. 

Lord Cohen as a young man was a 
mei..ber of the Central Synagogue, but 
later joined the Reform Synagogue. 
He married the daughter of Sir Isidore 
Spicimann, and they have two sons 
and a daughter. Their daughter 's 
now married to Peter Samuel, brother 
of Lord Bearsted. Their younger son 
is in business in the Far East. The 
elder son. who is at the Bar, married 
Eleanor Henriques ; he is an Honorary 
Secretary of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians. 

The Cohen connection with the 
Board of Guardians—and the family 
tradition of Jewish communal ser- 
vice—has thus lasted four generations, 
as it was Lord Coben's grandfather 
who was one of the founders of the 
Board and became its first Honorary 
Secretary, and later its President. Lord 
Cohen's father was President of the 
Board for 21 vears. and Lord Cohen 
himself was President from 1940 till 
1947. From 1934 till 1938 he was 
Vice-President of the Jewish Board 
of Deputies. For some years before 
the war he was connected with the 
Centra! British Fund for German 
Jewry, but relinquished this work on 
joining the Ministry of Econom 
Warfare. He is a Vice-President—and 
from 1947 to 1949 was the President— 
of the Jewish Historical Society. His 
sense of history is deep, and, having 
recently been through his own family 
papers, he has discovered several 
unpublished documents of some 
interest. including a ietter from 
Lord Salisbury (who was Prime 
Minister) to Lionel Louis Cohen, the 
Conservative M.P. Lord Coben's 
grandfather), retracting his opposition, 
when a young man, to the admission 
of Jews to Parliament.

Having given. up his house in the 
country, Lord Cohen now lives in 
London in Porchester Terrace, Pad- 
dington, opposite his fellow-member 
of the House of Lords, Viscount 
Samuel. On the tall side. and spare of 
frame—although there is something of 
a scholarly stoop about him—he 1s, 
despite his Town address, still out- 
wardly a typical English country 
gentleman, a devotee of golf and a 


keen shot. In the First World 
War he served in France with 
Princess Louise's Kensington Bat- 
talion of the London Regiment 


until he was wounded in 1916, when 
he became a staff captain, completing 
his military career in Cairo. Although 
his wife has been able to visit Pales- 
tine. he himself has not vet managed 
to get there. He devotes al! his 
time to his public duties in Eng- 
land. a country which he serves so 
magnificently.

HEN the Chief Rabbi, the 
W Very Rev. Israel Brodie, who 
leaves England to-day (Fri- 
day) for his pastoral tour of Australia 
and New Zealand, arrives here, he will 
find ample scope for the exercise of 
his great influence, and he is expected 
to make a significant contribution to 
the solution of many pressing prob- 
lems and to help to strengthen a 
Jewish community of growing impor- 
tance. 

This eagerly awaited pastoral tour 
of the Chief Rabbi, together with the 
recent arrival of Rabbi 1. L. Swift 
in Sydnev, focuses attention on the 
relations between Australasian Jewry 
and the communi'ics in Britain, and 
it is, perhaps, opportune at this stage 
to review the problems of the outpost 
of English-speaking Jewry. 


Mixed Community 


At present Australian Jewry offers 
on a smaller scale, a picture similar 
to that of American Jewry some 50 
years ago. The large-scale immigra- 
tion of ne from many countries has 
given the Australasian communities a 
kaleidoscopic appearance not unlike 
that of American Jewry at the begin- 
ning of the century. Relatively large 
numbers have confe here from Eastern 
and Central Europe, as well as from 
China, Persia, and various countries 
of the Middle East, and there is a 
noticeable sprinkling of Anglo-Jewish 
immigrants. 

Australian Jewry is thus in a state 
of flux, and the arrival of a religious

leader of the calibre of Rabbi Swift 
cannot but be significant at such a time. 
What had previously been an essen- 
tially Westernised community, with 
Western forms of worship and social 
and communal activity, has received 
sO numerous an influx of Jews who 
do not speak English that the lan- 
guage of the community and its forms 
of religious and social life have been 
greatly influenced. 

It requires religious and communal 
leaders with deep understanding to 
fuse and integrate so heterogeneous a 
community into one homogeneous and 
cohesive whole, and to prevent two 
distinct strata from emerging, the one 
“anglicised,” the other “foreign,” 
and for the most part Yiddish-speak- 
ing. Rabbi Swift has the support of 
both these elements. He has already 
madé an impression on all sections of 
the community by the emphasis he 
lays on the need for unity. 

His plea for unity is certainly not 
untimely, for Australian Jewry has yet 
to learm some of the lessons which 
long experience has taught Anglo- 
Jewry. There appears to be much 
need in the Antipodes for a unifying 
force to bring together kindred 
organisations and to encourage them 
to pool resources and to share 
responsibilities. This is most notice- 
able in the synagogal life of Australian 
Jewry. ‘Bach synagogue “quite 


a 


independent, with its own ministerial 
and lay leaders. There is no counter- 
part jn Australian Jewry of the United 
Synagogue, of London, nor has the 
community been able to establish 
extra-synagogal bodies such as those 
created or maintained by London's 
United Synagogue. This is not to 
imply that there is friction between 
the congregations, but no observer 
would deny that Jewish life in Aus- 
tralia would be much strengthened by 
some form of union between syna- 
gogues, to their mutual advantage and 
to the improvement of religious and 
communal life in many fields. 
Ecclesiastical affairs in Australia are 
not concentrated in a central Beth Din 
as in Britain, but it ts gratifying to 
report that in Sydney, if not else- 
where, the Beth Din has in recent 
months become more closely knit, 
more widely recognised and accepted, 
and more authoritative in its jurisdic- 
tion than in the past. In Melbourne 
the position js less satisfactory, and 
two Batei Din function, with resulting 
confusion in the minds of the public, 
and inevitable loss of efficiency and 
prestige. Even in Sydney much 
remains to be done to give the Beth 
Din the dominant place which the 
Court of the Chief Rabbi occupies in 
Anglo-Jewry. Many communal 
observers fee! that it is here that the 
various synagogues need some form 


of closer co-operation and co-ordina- 
tion in order to establish more firmly 
the jurisdiction of the Rabbinate. 

Liberal Judaism in Austraha has. 
since the war, shown signs of growth 
that have, to some extent, disturbed 
Orthodox Jewish leaders. The ten- 
dency to abandon or, at least, to neg- 
lect Orthodox religious practices has 
for some time been evident in Aus- 
tralia, aS Was perhaps inevitable in a 
community so far from the main 
centres Of Jewish life. The recruit- 
ment of energetic personnel into the 
Ministry of the Liberal synagogues 
has given a fillip to thai tendency. 
and there has been an increase in the 
number of members affiliated to ti 
Liberal synagogues of Sydney and 
Melbourne, as well as an expansion 
in the scope of their activities. 


Scattered Congregations 


The scattered nature of the congrega- 
tions. in the larger cities, and im the 
smaller towns, does not make the task 
of the Orthodox leaders easier, for the 
problems inseparable from the dis- 
persal of a community over large 
distances are nowhere more apperent 
than in Austraha. 

This, in brief, is the situation in the 
religious field which will greet the 
Chief Rabbi when he arrives in Aus- 
tralia early next year. No one is 
better qualified than he to bridge some 
of the gaps and repair some of the 
deficiencies in the life of an important 
and growing community.

CLOTHING TRADE 
CRISIS 


By j. L. FINE, O.BLE, 


OR the older workers the present 
Feces im the clothing trade recalls 

the bad old days. Mn for the 
younger people, especially those under 
25, it is quite a new and painful 
experience. 

This younger generation has not 
known unemployment before. Many 
were encouraged by their parents to 
leave school prematurely. against the 
earnest pleading of their headmasters 
and school governors. The tempta- 
tion to “earn good moncy at their 
tender years has already ruined many 
potentially fine careers, and some of 
the parents must be regretting thei 
rashness. 

There was a strong tendency to 
blame Mr. Dalton for the present 
slump when he advised housewrves to 
bring ices down by not beyine. 
Since that advice, given last Septem- 
ber, events have proved that Mr. 
Daiton was not the ~ wicked fairy ~ 
who cast a spell on the garment 
industry. One cause of the slump is 
the higher cost of living; the other 
causes are more deeply rooted im the 
industry itself. 


Unemployment Increasing 


The Ministry of Labour stfistics 
for October give a total of 22.645 
unemployed im the garment trade. Of 
these about two-thirds are im the 
heavy clothing trade. This figure is 
about .150 per cent higher than the 
September figures. and does not 
include Ireland, where conditions are 
comparable. nor the thousands of 
workers on short time who do not 
register at the Empioy ment Exchanges. 
The figures for November and 
December are expected to top the 
30,000 mark. 

On the other hand. the official 
Statistics for 1950 indicate that the 
total number of workers emploved in 
the garment trade is 505.900 (110.000 
men and 395.000 ~omen), as against 
498.000 emploved in the industry ia 
February, 1949—an increase of 7.900. 
It is estimated that by the first half 
of 1951 the total number of workers 
engaged jn all branches of the cloth- 
ing trade was in the region of 600,000 

In April, 1946, when the industry 
was at the height of its boom. the 
President of the Board of Trade 
appointed a Working Party to examine 
the heavy clothing industry and find 
what could be done in the national 
interest to stabilise it. so that # could 
better meet home and forcign com- 
petihon. 

[he Working Party presented its 
report in 1947 and stressed the need 
for full statistics of manulacture. 
labour force. recruitment. efc.. so that 
the vital problem of seasonal anem- 
ployment could be properly tackled 

Following their report, Parliament 
approved the Clothing Industry 
Development Council! Order (1949), 
which became operative in January, 
1950. Among other functions, the 
Council was required to smooth out 
the tangle of trade descriptions. and 
to help to collect statistics of the 
industry s goods and: services 


Sali “ Considering 


After two years, the Development 
Council is reporied to be still “ con- 
sidering Ways and means of obtaming 
the necessary informat on.” 

it was common knowledge im the 
industry that prices and wages were 
inflated. stockpiling was mounting 
beyond all reasonable proportions. 
and skill and craftsmanship had 
deteriorated considerably because of 
the influx imto the industry during the 
war and post-war period of “ the hait. 
the lame. and the blind.” especially 
in the mantle and costume scction of 
the trade, at both ends, maragerial 
and operative. 

The present slump has revealed all 
this vividly. Since the Development 
Council had representatives from al! 
sides of the clothing trade the facts 
must bave been known to the Coun- 
cil; but there is no evidence that x 
has done anything about it. 

The Development Council has the 
power to diagnose the complex dis- 
order which afflicts the clothing 
industry, and unless the remedy a 
found and applied courageously the 
industry will be ruined. and with 
the workers, too.

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DOMINION STATUS 
FOR ISRAEL ? 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsu Crronicie 
From Mr. MAX SELIGMAN 


Sin,—Some years ago an organisation 
was founded in Palesiine to sponsor ihe 
proposal, made by the late Lord Wedg- 
wood. that Palestine should become a 
Dominion of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. Shortly afterwards a simi.ar 


under the 
Strabolgi. In Palesine, the movemen 
found favour with large numbers of 
menrders of all the local communities. 
General support was also cxpressed by 
influential members of all the 
parties in England as well as by many 
people in the United Stases of America, 
where a branch of the Palestine orga- 
nisation was esiablished, and in 
Countries. 

The first indication of any official 
British inserest m the scheme was not 
forthcoming umil March, 1947, when the 
Political Secretary of the Palestine 
Governmem invaed me, as Chairman 
of the Palestine organisation, to discuss 
the matter with him in Jerusalem. By 
that time. however, local resentment at 
the handling of affairs by the British in 
Palestine had grown far too bitter for 
any useful action to be taken. 

Anti-British feeling in Israel has now 
almost comp'ciely disappeared, and there 
i$ No good reason why the scheme shou'd 
noi be considered afresh. The advan- 
tages which would accrue for Isracl's 
securty and economy are only too 
obvious, and for Britain also the benefiis 
would be substamial. In that large area 
of unrest and constant intrigue which 
makes up the Middle East, Isracl is the 
only country which is nuinely pro- 
gressive and democratically minded and 
upon whose Community the Western 
Powers can safely rely for muiua! 
security purposes. Having regard to the 
fact that the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty wil! 
terminate within a few years, the maticr 
is now of more urgent mpoOrtance to 
Great Britain. Israel and the British 
Commonweakh have many friendly tics 
and muiual interests and they can be of 
great assistance to each other. Why 
should they not get together now and 
discuss ways and means for Israel to 
become a member of _the British 
Commonwealth ? 

Aniisemites and the old school of 
British “ Oriental experts.” who were 
mainly to blame for the British -nis- 
handiing of the Mandate in Palesiinc, 
will not be ‘slow to condemn the pro- 
posal. There will also be opposijion 
from Israeli political lkaders, some of 
whom but a few years ago did noi 
believe in the possibilty or advisability 
of a Jewish State and even hindered the 
forces which fought for #, who will argue 
thet Israel should not surrender any of 
its hard-won political independence. 
But the overwhelming majoray of the 
people in Isracl will, | am sure, welcome 
such an arrangemem and will appreciate 
the far-reaching benefxs to both parties 
which would be implicit in such an 
arrangement. 

If the proposal is tackled bo'dly. it 
must inevitably make a substantial con- 
tribution towards the alleviation of many 
of the troubles which at present beset 
both Great Britain and Israel.

One cannot but sympathise with Sam- 
son Gideon's annoyance, which caused 
his resignation from the synagoguc. — 
is touching to read how this financial 
wizard, the moving sp'rit behind national 
economy, the husband and father of 
members of the Established Church, 
sacrificed his social ambitions because of 
Jewish disabilities, so as to retain his 
right to a burial place among his own 
people. Mr. Hyamson rightly calls for 
a chronicler of his biography. 
schism within the Gideon home a 
Horace Walpole the opportunity to r 
a friend, when writing to him in 1754: 

“| and tell you a story of Gideon. 
He breeds his children Christians: he had 
a mind to know what proficiency his son 
had made in his new religion; so, says 
he. | began, and asked him who madc 
him? He said, God. | then asked, 

harn He replied very 
readily, Christ. Not knowing what clse 
to ask him, I said, Who. gave you that 
hat? The Holy Ghost, said the boy... 

Dr. de Castro Sarmento, F.R.S., after 
years of communal prominence, during 
which he, somehow, seems to have had 
very much his own way with the 
Mahamad, Jeft the faith for good durin 
his closing years, His viciss'tudes 
loyahies are not readily comprehensible. 

Lopes Pereira, Baron d'Aguilar (pege 
102) was not the first professing Jew to 


be ennobled (the first, half of the 18th- . 


century by Maria Theresa), Mr. Hyamson 
must have overlooked the ennoblement of 
Jacob Bassevi. This family went to 
Prague about 1600. (There was then a 


migration of about five Kalian Jew'sh 
families, who became absorbed in the 
Ashkenazi community) Ferdinand I! 
ennobled him in 1622, and

Trevenfeld.” He died a staunch Jew in 
1634. 

Of Hannah Norse (page 115), who 
appeared at Covent Garden, Mr. Hyam- 
son says that her sister “Laura” 
marricd Si Edward Walpole (Horacec’s 
brother), becoming the mother of the 
Duchess of Gloucester. However, the 
mother of the Duchess (whose name clsc- 
where is given as Mary Clement) had 
died before Sir Edward could legit'misc 
their three accomplished daughters. It was

—to be connected with the the 
much opposed, unpopular (a un- 
English) Royal Marriage Act of 1772. 

After perusal of Mr. Hyamson’s survey. 
one may ask whether Anglo-Jewry wou 
have equally risen to its heights without 
the Sefardi Charter of 1657.

Dr. Roth surely knows that our branch 
organisations, in the 20 years beeween 
the two wars, were directly represenied 
in the Parliaments of Poland, Lithuania,

years, 1919 to 1939, the Polish Aguda 
was represented in Sejm and Senate. 
Does he seriously suggest. that such 
polnical representation was concerned 
with no other problem but “ defence in

It is quite true that our political point 
of view differs vitally from that the 
W.JIC. and their secular nationalist 
affiliates.

Sirn.—The Israeli Legation in London 
admit that they have received a number 
of complaimts regarding the duty payable 
on f parcels for Israel and about their 
late arrival. They also state that there 
is a charge of 2s. per kilo on these 
parcels, that is about one Isracli pound 
per parcel. As there are approximately 

000 to 50,000 parcels arriving monthly, 
the Israeli Government is receiving 
£50,000 monthly in duty. 

oa therefore fail to see why they can- 

not appoint a few more officials to deal 
with these parecis more speedily. 1 have 
sent several parcels to relatives in early 
September, with the hope that they would 
be there for et. and have reccived 
notification that arrived only on 
December 8, that a ut 14 to 15 weeks 
after their dispatch from this be 0.20. 

After making inquiries at the 
from where they were sent, I 
informed that delivery of parcels Pon 
London to Haifa should take about 21 
days. it therefore proves that the delay 
has occurred in the Customs, where 
forms have to be filled out for the duty ;

TO SYNAGOGUE 
Duty of Ministers 


To the Editor of Tar Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin,—Mr. Barnett Hyman (writing in 
your issue of December 14) has reached 
the crux oi the matter and issued sound 
advice in suggesting that the services of 
club managers be enlisted in order to 
attract young people to the synagogue, 
and that special services be held. for 
members of clubs, 

Club managers are, indeed, only too 

tO assist in inculcating religious 
interest among their mémbers and in 
forming an association with the local 
synagogue. It is, however, purposeless 
for the apathy of youth to be deplored im 
sermons from the pulpit urging young 
people to attend synagogue, when they 
are not present to listen to these exhorta- 
uons. 

It is the duty of our ministers to go 
into the boys’ and girls’ clubs, befricnd- 
ing and obtaining the confidence of the 
members as club managers, and to 
arrange regular, special services in their 
synagogue in which the boys and girls 
can take part. 

The Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club, of 
which I have the honour to be Secretary, 
was formed as a result of a meeting held 
at the Easi London Synagogue in 1900, 
and its first President, the late Rev. 
J. F. Stern, C.B.E., was minister of that 
synagogue. The club has been closely 
linked with the synagogue throughout its 
history, and your readers may have noted 
that its managers decided that the most 
fitting celebration to mark the club's 
fiftieth anniversary was a Special Thanks- 
giving Service, for which every seat in the 

st London Synagogue was allocated 
and additional chairs had to be installed. 
To cement the relationship still further, 
a flag in the club colours was presented 
to the synagogue, blessed by the Chief 
Rabbi, and placed in its permanent posi- 
tion inside the synagogue to remain as 
a tangible symbol of the attachment of 
the club and its members. 

The present minister of the ayenatene 
is an active club manager, well known 
to and respected by the members, and 
since the end of the last war special ser- 
vices have been held every 
month in the synagogue boys and girls 
of the Stepney Jewish Girls’ Club and 
the Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club (of which 
the 7th Stepney Scout Troop and the 
Stepney Company of the J.L.B. are part). 
The two clubs close their doors at 
an earher hour than usual on the even- 
ings on which the services take place. _ 

In this way, the link between the youth 
of the district and the synagogue is as 
strong to«lay as it was when it was 
forged half a century ago, and the boys 
and girls regard it as “ their ” synagogue. 

This is not an isolated example in the 
club movement, and I am convinced that 
personal contact and effort by min’‘sters 
can go a long way towards remedying 
the attitude of young people to the syna- 
gogue which has so constantly been 
deplored in your columns.
